Riotous Scenes Mark the
Cleveland Strike.

SIX H.VHLY I1UKT; 0XE FATALLY.

1'tro 1'oliceiiifii, Ou of Whom Had Shot

Stoned Troop on Daly.

Cleveland. July 24. A Euclid ave-
nue car, loaded with passengers, was
wrecked by an explosion of nitrogly-
cerine or gnu cottou.

The explosion tOTe out the front end

of tho car, sma.-he- d all the windows
and destroyed the brake. After consid-
erable difficulty the car was stopped and
a call for ambulances was sent out.
The motormau. William Draggers, whe
came from Cincinnati, was dazed by tin
shock, but the conductor, Frank
Scnroeder of St. Louis, escaped injury.

The force of tl.e explosion was sr
great that it shook all the houses in the
neighborhood and was heard for a dis--

tance ef two or three miles. There is
no clue to the identity of the person
who placed the explosive on the track.
Persons living in the neighborhood say
they saw a man iu a buggy stop at the
corner of Kensington street, wlaro the
explosion occurred, and get out by the
railroad track. .He remained there a
short time and thou drove rapidly away.

Cleveland, Jnly 24. The rioting
was renewed in this city and there were
several serious outbreaks of violence,
but no clashes between tiie mobs and
the troops.

Cars were started running as usual
on all but one or two lines. The mobs
were astir early. A thousand or moro
persons uatheied on Burton street, on
the South Side, and proceeded to

the tracks. Wheu a car came
along with two policomen on board it
was attacked with a shower of stoues.
Iu spite of the policemen the nou-unio- u

motormau and conductor were roughly
liaudled. One of theiu, named

had two ribs broken, and tho
other was badly bruised.

One of the policemen lired at the
mob, tho bullet striking a man named
Wenuick. The mob assaulted the of--
hecrs, both ot whom were re-
peatedly with stones, and but for the
intervention of a priest of tho Catholic
churcii near at hand the officers might
have beeu lynched. By this time tlireo
cars had been mixed np in. the melee,
and a patrol wagon loud of police, arriv-
ing, the rioters were dispersed and the
cars were taken back to the barasr

There was a serious disturbance on
the Broadway lino at tho corner of
Petrie street, where a mob of 3,000 as-
sembled aud obstructed the track. Fin-
ally a car came along lrom the Wilson
avenue barns, having on board Sergeant
Burrows aud a private of militia and
Detective Kelso. The officer ordered
tho mob to disper.-- e wheu the motormau
attempted to remove the obstruction
from the track, but the rioters showed
fight. Then Sergeaut Burrows and the
one soldier, with fixed bayonets, faced
the mob aud attempted to clear the
way. There was a sharp fight for a
few minutes, during which a perfect
shower of stones fell about tho detective
and the soldiers, smashing "tho car
windows.

No one was seriously hurt, and after
arresting two of the rioters aud placing
tnem on tno air it was returned to the
barns. Tho police afterward charged
tho mob, making several arrests.

The military on guard at the Holm-de- n

avenue barns, on the South Side,
were annoyed by a jeering mob, and 15
arrests were made there with tho assist-
ance of the police.

A mob of 1,000 conceived the idea of
blocking the track on Orange street by
placiug a big boulder in the middle of
the street atd building a fire around it.
Tho plan worked successfully, and cars
were delayed tor nearly an hour, when
tqo police drove tho mob away, put tho
fire out and gave the street railway men
a chance to move the stone. Three men
were sent to the hospital with wounds
made by poilcemen's clubs at the end of
this riot.

As a. result of tho shooting of the
driver of a grocery wagon in South
Brooklyn Saturday afternoon by a non-
union conductor, the mayor of that vil-
lage issued au order to the "nmrshal to
arrest all non-unio- n conductors who
carried concealed weapons. Every ear
was stopped and each conductor found
with a revolver was arrested. All were
subsequently bailed out by tho com-
pany.

A small riot was started at tho comer
of Pearl street and Frauklin avenue,
when a young woman strnck a man
who asked her to board a non-unio- n car.
A crowd of nuiou sympathizers stoned
oars and a squad of police finally cleared
he street.
The company sent a note to tho state

toard of arbitration' declining to arbi-
trate tho differences, in which it says:
"This company iully appreciating the
sincerity of your desire to bring about a
readjustment witJi its former employes,
begs to say that the men who went out
on Monday last arc not in tho employ of
the company, and there is nothing to
ni'KOtiato about or to arbitrate."

Plans Made For the Reception
In Detroit.

AX IMMH.VA TIOX MKETIMi I'LAXMH)

FlnRree Had His Way, ami On Is
scheduled Alger Issued a Matement
Slum iugr He Originated Flau to Return
Prisoners to Spain.

Detroit, July 24. Plans for the re-

ception of Secretary Alger upon his re-

turn to liis home city, which were par-
tially completed at a meeting held here,
provide that General Alger will be met
by the reception committee at some
poilit enroute from Washington. On
arrival he will be met by all the march-
ing organizations of the city which cure
to join in the demonstration. The geu-er- al

will be escorted to the City hall,
where a formal presentation to the
gathered crowds will be made in front
of the hall by the mayor and governor.
Then there "wiil be a public reception
iu the corridor of the City hall, followed
by a meetiug, probably in Light Guard
armory, where opportunity for the ex-
pression of the sentiments of prominent
citizens will be had.

Governor Piugree, during tho meet-
ing. favon.il the idea of holding a gen-
uine "indignation" meeting following
the public reception, ilayor ilaybnry
raised tho question whether such

would not embarrass aud dis-
please General Alger rather than other-
wise, but the governor's massmeeting
idea prevailed.

VvAsmxiiTO.Y, July 24. Secretary
Alger always foil a pardonable pride in
the success with which the war depart-
ment met the tremendous problem
tlirujt upon it by the necessity with
which it was suddenly confronted dur
ing the war with Spain of suddenly
dispo.-in-sr of the thousands of Spanish
prisoner captured in Santiago province.
Tliu nittory of that time had not been
fully told, and it remained for Secrc- -

Alger to supply tho need by a bit
of reminiscence.

He said that on the night of Jnly 5),

ISSIo, the president asked him what in
his judgment should bo done with the
Spanish prisoners, after their capture,
this being before their capture occurred.
He suggested Galveston, and the presi-
dent concurred. When he awoke the
next morning the idea occurred to him
to send them back to Spain. He further
said in part that he "went to the White
House and laid tho new plan before the
president, saying that it would be an
unprecedented procedure, and a. most
gracious act; that to ship the prisoners
to Galveston would be half the distance;
that we .should have to clothe, shelter,
guard aud feed them there, and no
doubt have to ship them back to Spain
iu the end. I also stated that I believed
that it would bo a great inducement to
the Spaniards to surrender, which Gen-
eral Shatter af toward assured mo was
the etfect."

The president readily approved tho
plan, and on tho saute day he cabled
General Shatter.

Then follows tome of tho official cor-
respondence with General Shatter and
some of his correspondence with tho
Spanish general.

Then he told of the advertising and
acceptance of the bids of a Spanish com-
pany, which made a lower rate than the
other companies, aud no demurrage,
which the other companies wanted. He
further said:

"The rations for the prisoners were
inspected by a United States govern-
ment official, anil this government paid
paid for the transportation of all the
prisoners, 8oia,81ii). Tne same number
carried by the other companies under
their bid would have cose the govern-
ment $l,:iU,91,'i. Here was 800,000
saved to the United States, and proba-
bly as much more in deinru-rage- .

"borne days after this contract was
awarded the president said to me as I
entered the cabinet room: 'Mr. Secre-
tary, would you like to hear something
favorable to you printed in the New
York 1111163?' and went on to read the
editorial comment complimentary to
the man whose mind originated tho
plan of transporting the Spaniards back
to Spain."

President McKinley sent him a tele-
gram, in which was made a tender of
the position, aud an answer was re-

ceived from Jlr. Root, accepting the
honor.

The announcement of Mr. Root's ap-

pointment was made at the war depart-
ment. It was stated that Senator Piatt
ciime to Washington armed with auth-
ority from 51r. Root to accept in his
name the war portfolio.

The president was heartily congratu-
lated by members of the cabinet on the
very satisfactory selection he had made.
One of tho first to do so was Secretary
Alger, who happened to be in consulta-
tion with the president when the latter
received Jlr. Root's telegram of accept-mc- e.

Mr. Alger gave expression to his ap-
proval iu the following note, which ho
"iVrote to Mr. Root:

Wasiiixrtox, D. C, July 21. IS!)!).

.My Jlr. Root:
"All I know is what tho newspapers

say that you arc to succeed mo as secre-
tary of war. Should it como to you, I
mo'st earnestly urge you to mako the
sacrifice aud accept the position. With
yonr knewledge of law and your excel-
lent health, you can serve the country
iu a way given to few men.

"Sincerely yours.
"R. A. Algek."
